• "St. Louis, M., July 9.—Judge Alton B. Parker, of New York, was nom- 


inated for president by the, Democrat1 c party at 5:45 o'clock this morning, 


after a session of the convention that lasted almost ten hours. 


Judge Parker lacked just nine votes when the first roll call was ended, 


but before the vote was announced, Idaho changed six votes to Parker and 


Nevada followed with two. 
Parker then lacked but one vote, and West Vir- 


ginia gave him 13 and Washington 10, making a total of 689. Before this 


could be announced, Governor Dockery, of Missouri, withdrew Senator Cock- 


iell's name and, moved that Judge Parker's nomination be made unanimous. 


This was done with a yell and a demonstration was started. Everybody was 


too tired, however, to effervesce very much and a motion to 
adjourn 
was 


greeted by a cry of affirmation as the 11,000 spectators and 1,000 delegates 


- made a break for the exits. 


All night long these thousands had sat patiently and watched the wagiig 


of the most extraordinary battle. 
-, 


William-Jennings Bryan was fight! ng to prevent the nomination of Par- 


ker ,and to tlo'it he rallied all the favorite sons and the anti-Parker forces. 


He urged each to try to hold his own men in line and hoped to be able to 


keep enough from Parker to prevent.his nomination. 
The anti-Parker peo- 


ple played for time all night, while at every opportunity they hammered at 


Senator Hill and the people back of the Parker boom and sought to break the 


Parker line-up. Mr. Bryan, in a fiery speech, seconded 'the nomination of 


all the candidates except Parker; that is, he named each by name and said 


that upon the new platform the party might stand united if only a man "wor- 


thy of the people's trust could be named far president." He said that all the 


candidates except Parker were such men. These candidates were 
Hearst, 


Gray, Olney, Wall, CockrelFand Miles* and Mr. Bryan added to the list The 


' name of ex-Governor Pattison of Pennsylvania. 


Then turning to the New York delegation, he said: "Nebraska asks noth- 


ing. 
AH we want is a man we can get behind and work for a.id trust." 


Then the convention nominated Parker and adjourned till 2 o'clock this 


afternoon.

Mr. Bryan roused the delegates to a tremendous pitch of excitement by 


his speech. 
"Do not compel the Democracy to choose between militarism 


and plutocracy. Do not force us either to acknowledge the god of war or 


'bow down to the god of gold. Give us a man of and for the people," said Mr. 


Bryan. 


The convention was in an uproar when he closed, but the plans of Hill. 


Sheehan, Murphy and others were too well laid to be shaken, and as the 


confusion subsided the roll call began and the Parker phalanx stood firm. 


They lacked the two-thirds they claimed but by so small a margin that early 


changes gave Parker the nomination on the first baliot.

In answer to the question whether he had anything to"say"j!e 
replied "No." He baid he would reserve anything he had to say until he was 


officially notified of the nomination. 
Judge Parker received the news of his

St. Louis, Inly 0.— William J. Bryan was just about done for when the 


first ballot was caljed this morning. For fifty hours Mr. Bryan had slept 
less than a half hour. He had led the fight against the Parker men in 
the committee on credentials and was defeated there; had carried it to the 
floor of the convention. Beaten a^ain he hurried to a conference of his 
friends and then for 17 hours he led the attack in the resolutions committee., 
Here he was more successful and forced the adoption of a platform upon 
which he said any Democrat could stand. 


The resolutions committee met at 8 o'clock Thursday night and the Ne- 


braskan never left the committee room until 30 o'clock the next day. 
Then.

state; economy in expenditures: 
low 


taxes, that labor may be lightly bur- 
dened; the prompt and sacred fulfill- 
ment of public and private obligations; 
fidelity to treaties, peace and friend- 
ship with all nations; entangling alli- 
ances with none; 
absolute acquiesc- 


ence in the will of the majority; the 
vital principle of,-republics—these are 
doctrines which Democracy has estab- 
lished as proverbs of the nation and 
they should be constantly invoked, 
preached, resorted to and enforced. 


For Economy. 


"I. Large reductions can readily be 


made in the annual expenditures of 
the government without impairing the 
efficiency of any L-raiich of the public 
service, and we shall insist upon, the 
strictest economy and frugality com- 
patible with effcient civil, military 
and naval administration as a right of 
the people, too clear to -be denied or 
withheld. 


"2. We favor enforcement of honesty 


in the public service and to that end a 
thorough legislative investigation of 
those executive departments of the 
government already known to teem 
with corruption, as well as other de- 
partments suspected of harboring cor- 
ruption ,and the punishment of ascer- 
tained corruptiomsts without fear or 
favor or regard to persons. The per- 
sistent and deliberate refusal of both 
senate and house of representatives to 
permit such investigation to be made 
by either branch of congress demon- 
strates that only by a change in th< 
executive and in fhe house of repre- 
sentatives can complete exposure, pun- 
ishment and conviction be obtained. 


Executive Only. 


"In hroader furtherance of that end, 


the federal government should not per- 
mit itself to be robbed by entering in- 
fo contracts with convicted trusts or 


were established, has caused what 
may once have been infant industries 
to become the greatest combinations of 
capital that the world has ever known. 


"These publicly favored enterprises 


have through trust methods been con- 
verted into monopolies, thus bringing 
to an end domestic competition, which

extort from the American people, an 
cler shelter of American law, price 
higher than those charged foreigner 
for identical articles. 


"Our party having long, earnestly ac

"But while making this declsratio 


and accepting the results a? an accom 
plished and irreversible fact, we can 
not too forcibly express our disappro' 
al of the methods by which, in disre 
jiard to the usages and obligations of 
international law and treaty obliga- 
tions, the canal route has been acquir- 
ed, or too solemnly record our hope 
that this prcccdcntof defianfj diplomacy 
may never be used against us to our 
humiliation and injury.

in all legitimate lines of enterprise, io 
combine for the increase of business, 
for enlarging productive capacity and 
for decreasing the cost of production;

eral annual increase of the navy as our 
jest defense in our isolated contiiien- 
al condition against a foreign foe, and 
a source of possible danger to our lib- 
Arties as a people. 


Capita! and Labor 


"We favor the enactment and admiu- 


stratiou of laws, giving labor and cap- 
tal impartially their just rights. Capi- 
al acd labor ought not to be enemies.

That one man is Mr. John E. Fulton 
the well-known grocer of West New- 
ark 


Mr. Charles Van Euren first came'to 


Newark from his home in New York 
on the 25th of May, 1854—a little o\er 
50 years ago. He then remained in 
Newark only one week, and then re 
turned to his former home in New 
York, coming back to Newark in Xo- 
vember of 1854, where he has since 
resided, a prominent citizen, and an 
active business man. 


The year 1854 was also memorable 


in Newark for two other events, the 
holding of the State Fair here at the 
Old Fort and the last epidemic of the 
cholera that visited Newark in 1854 
Mr. Van Buren first engaged in busi- 
ness in Newark in the fall of 1854 as 
a clerk in a well-known grocery store 
owned by Mr. John I. Mooney, deceas 
ed, then the leading grocer of the city. 
This store at that time was located in 
the room which is now occupied by 
Georgetti's candy and fruit store, 011 
Third street, and was later moved a 
few doors south to the room now oc- 
cupied by George Maybold's boot and 
shos store. 


Mr. Van Buren remained with Mr. 


Mooney for several years ur| il the out 
break of the Civil War, when he em- 
barked in the grocery 
business for 


himself, in the room where Dupler's 
meat market is now situated. He car- 
ried on the grocery business here for 
a few years, and then rlruing the lat- 
ter part of the Civil War went into the 
army as a suttler. 
Some time after 


the close of the war Mr Van Bureii 
travelled for the well-known whole- 
sale grocery house of Fleek & Sher- 
wood for a period of some fifteen or 
eighteen years, and was afterwards 
connected with the store under Fleek 
& Neal. After severeing his connec- 
tion with this firm he again embark- 
ed in the retail grocery business for 
himself again, occuping several loca- 
tions on the Public Square and adjac- 
ent thereto, until his final retirement 
from business this summer. 


This briefly outlines Mr Van Bur- 


en's uninterrupted business career in 
Newark for a period of fifty years, ex- 
cept the short time he was in the 
army as suttler. 
. 


Mr. Van Buren today is as hale and 


hearty and well-preserved and has all 
his faculties, as well as the average 
man of 60, being unusually quick and 
alert in all his movements. 


During his Ion? business career in 


Newark he has reeii the town grow 
from a little harclet of two or three 
thousand people to a large city of 25,- 
000 people, and ho has outlived a gen- 
eration or two of business men.

man still survives him in active busi- 
ness, who was heir- when he came here 
—Mr. John E. Fulton. All his former
